$52,360 in emergency conser­ 
vation assistance to help re­ 
pair damages to agricultural 
land received during excessive 
rainfall and floods in early 
May.

County disaster committees 
met in the Spring following 
the heavy rains and applied 
to the State ASC committee 
for assistance.

The cost sharing is usually 
on a 50-50 basis but under the 
disaster program will be 70-

The Texas

a goal of 300,000 
letters to counteract the cam­ 
paign currently being con­ 
ducted by Mrs. Madelyn Mur­ 
ray O’Hair. 
Mrs. O’Hair, an atheist, tho 
Jaycees point out, has started 
a letter campaign to NASA 
asking that the Apollo eleven 
astronauts be censured for 
reading from the Holy Bible 
while in space and that such 
religious activities be banned 
in future space flights. Mrs. 
O’Hair’s successful court case 
which brought about the Su­ 
preme Court ruling that set 
prayers could not be read in 
public schools has gained her 
national recognition. In Aug­ 
ust Mrs. O’Hair's campaign 
had produced 27,000 letters. 
The Hamlin Jaycees are 
working to secure 1,000 letters 
signed by local people to sup­ 
port the right of religious 
expression by the astronauts. 
The idea originated with the
